Investigating  Officer 


The  first  interview  was  conducted  on  2 August  1966,  in  the  home  of  Anita 
Half  ley.  She  was  very  calm  and  had  more  interest  in  her  children  than 
the  interview.  Information  given  on  her  written  statement  varied  from 
the  information  received  from  the  interview.  She  was  very  easily  lead, 
agreeing  with  my  statements,  not  veing  able  to  think  of  what  to  say. 


The  interview  of  Betty  Klem,  Gerold  and  Douglas  was  conducted  in  the 
home  of  Betty  on  the  3rdcfAi^3t.  Both  Gerold  and  Douglas  stated  they 
were  both  very  interesteiywO' s.  Gerold  stated  he  had  seen  one  (UFO) 
last  year.  Douglas  stated  he  had  seen  them  before  and  so  had  his  father, 
stating,  someone  has  to  find  out  what  "they"  want,  either  they  are  good, 
or  bad  - "The  longer  Douglas  talked,  the  more  distant  or  "wayout"  his 
stories  were.  Douglas  stated  that  he  thought  the  object  was  goixig  to 
pick  up  the  monster  the  girls  saw.  Also,  the  monster  was  sighted  in 
Jamestown,  the  night  of  the  1st  and  2nd  and  that  the  monster  was  looking 
for  Betty  because  she  saw  it.  There  was  no  mention  of  a full  moon,  only 
a dark,  clear  sky  - yet  no  one  could  identify  anything.  Why  would  they 
go  to  a beach  a hundred  miles  away  when  there  are  many  beach  areas  on  the 
lake  in  Jamestown. « .arriving  at  the  picnic  area  at  8:00  FM  and  were  ready 
to  leave  at  8:20  as  stated  in  Betty's  statement.

Ski  lien,  AFXT/CEC,  has  suggested  that  this  course  could  be  given  to 
such  personnel  during  their  regularly  scheduled  periods,  of  instruc- 
tion at  the  Air  Force  Institute  of  Technology  at  WPAFB,  In  this 
manner,  a more  accurate  estimated  weight  acting  on  the  depressions 
can  be  made  in  the  investigation  of  future  reported  sightings. 


For  instance,, it  is  highly  desirable  that  cone  penetrometer  (or  other 
similar  tests)  be  performed  at  a number  of  stations  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  depressions  as  well  as  within  the  depression  itself. 
In  this  manner,  the  strength  of  the  undisturbed  soil  would  be  estab- 
lished as  well  as  the  degree  of  compression  of  the  soil  under  the 
footprint  area* 

3,  It  is  mandatory  that  a more  accurate  layout  of  the  footprint 
locations  and  orientation  be  made*  Pieces  of  string  tied  between 
pegs  can  serve  as  valuable  reference  lines.  At  the  minimum,  a 
base  line  should  be  drawn  by  scribing  a straight  line  in  a conven- 
ient location  on  the  soil.  All  points  would  then  be  referenced 
from  this  line  so  that  an  accurate  diagraua  caji  be  reconstructed  of 
the  site  by  participating  investigators.  Photographs  of  the  site 
should  include  this  base  line  (or  Lines)  as  a reference.  In  this 
particular  case,  no  record  whatever  was  made  of  the  angular  rela- 
tionship of  the  two  larger  triangular  footprints,  which  is  a decided 
handicap  in  the  analysis  of  the  evidence*

1.  According  to  the  investigating  USAF  Officer,  the  sand  was  defi- 
nitely compressed  under  load  and  not  excavated  as  might  have  been 
done  by  a child  playing  on  the  beach. 


The  Landing  Gear  Group  of  the  Air  Force  Flight  Dynamics  Laboratory 
was  asked  to  evaluate  the  subject  depressions  found  in  the  vicinity 
of  a UFO  sighting  that  occurred  on  July  30,  1966*  According  to  the 
investigators,  the  location  of  the  depressions  did  not  correspond 
to  the  area  where  the  witness  reported  that  the  UFO  alighted.  How- 
ever, the  unusual  shape  and  orientation  of  the  depressions  prompted 
further  investigation  following  their  discovery.  The  following  are 
the  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  FDFMr

2,  Assuming  that  Tthe  depressions  were  made  by  an  applied  load  and 
based  on  Inspection  of  the  soil  sample  and  the  plaster-of-paris 
casting  provided,  the  estimated  weight  that  caused  the  two  larger 
depressions  was  750-1000  lbs.  Since  no  information  was  given  regard 
ing  the  size  and  depth  of  the  smaller  (third)  depression,  no  esti- 
mate regarding  the  weight  that  may  have  rested  on  it  can  be  given, 

3,  According  to  Mr,  Max  Groff,  EWFRG,  o:^Base  fcivil  Engineering, 
the  outrigger  stabilizing  pads  of  certain 'lajcge  construction  equip- 
ment could  leave  an  inverted  three-sided  pyramid  footprint  shape 
similar  to  the  ones  found  on  Presque  Isle,  However,  no  vehicle 
tracks  were  observed  in  the  vicinity  of  the  footprint,  which  effec- 
tively eliminates  this  potential  explanation.

The  witness  appeared  creditable*  He  did  state  affirmative 
answer  to  one  questioner  idio  asked  if  he  was  a policeman*  He

1*  Physical  evidence  is  questionable*  Two  triangular  marks, 
found  in  the  sand  (see  attach  #1)  were  photographed  and  a 
plaster  of  paris  cast  made  by  Penna  htate  Police*  There  is  no 
evidence  to  actually  relate  these  marks  to  the  sighting.  These 
marks  were  obivously  made  by  an  angular  flat,  slightly  concave 
object  pointed  slightly  down,  and  pushed  Into  the  sand,  as 
evidenced  by  firmly  packed  bottom  surface,  sand  pushed  up  in 
crater *lika  ridge  around  the  edges,  and  penetration  of  this

noticed  a bright  star.  Arcturus  was  on  an  azimuth  of  275°  at  a 30^  elevation 
at  1030  EET,  possibly  acco^mtlng  for  this  observance.  Looking  back  several 
seconds  later  an  object  was  observed  "free  falling"  toward  the  ground. 


The  girls  saw  nothing  but  a light  in  the  sky  and  a glow  of  llg^t  in  the  woods 
prior  to  observing  the  "black  shape".  One  observer;  however,  provided  a vivid 
description  of  the  alleged  UFO.  Only  male  observer  allegedly  saw  object  land. 


There  was  food  missing  from  the  picnic  table  which  leads  to  the  belief  that 
some  animal  was  responsible  for  tne  black  shape  portion  ox*  che  total  sighting.
